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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, in tfie Final Rejection sent on January 3, 
201 1 , the first spur gear referenced in the Silvestri '323 reference should have been part 84 instead of 94. Based on applicant's 
arguments, the typographical error seemed to be recognized. 

With regard to the Silvestri reference, applicant argues that gear 96 can not be both rigidly secured and secured by wringing fit. In the 
disclosure, applicant does not define how a gear can be ridigly secured. For the purposes of the gears as claimed, a rigidly secured gear 
can be integral (as gear 84 is) as well as via a wringing fit (as gear 96 is). Regardless of this interpretation, Silvestri teaches a rigidly 
secured gear 84 to a common spindle, while gear 96 is secured to the common spindle via a wringing fit (Col. 2, lines 59-61 ). The claimed 
limitation is covered. 

Applicant argues that the additional welding does not allow any mobility between the spur gears. Applicant has not claimed that the gears 
are displaceable with respect to each other during operation. Also, the teaching of the welding has not been incorporated into the 
combination. 

The teaching of having an integral gear and spindle or press fiting a gear onto a spindle are known methods of securing gears onto 
spindles. This known method produces the the predictable result of securing the gear onto the spindle. 

Applicant also argues that the references used in combination are disparate references due to their intended use. Transmissions, 
regardless of their intended use, provide beneficial teachings that are interchangeable. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not persusasive. 
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
